A604 Junction 


It is unfortunate that those who have sat in the middle of the Huntingdon Road 
waiting to turn into Bar Hill from the Huntingdon direction have not by our various 
protests been able to convince the authorities that the junction is a dangerous one. 
It is unfortunate that it took another accident to get some action. 


On the afternoon of Friday, 24th October Mr. Francis Pym, h.P. for Cambridgeshire, 
and Mr. Lacey (the County surveyor) met a number of Villagers representing various 
interests. The party inspected the junction and then moved to the School to discuss 
short- and long-term remedies. It was agreed that the only satisfactory long-term 
solution would be the flyover, but the imminence of the A604 becoming a dual-carriageway 
has delayed even further the start of this work. It was felt that the cheapest short- 
term solution would be cross-hatohedroad markings, and Mr. Lacey promised to put the 
work in hand as soon as possivdle. 


We are all very grateful to Mr. Pym for the personal interest which he has shown 
in this problem, to Mr. Lacey and his Department for completing the work within a week 
of his promise, and to all who brought pressure to bear on those who had it in their 
power to do something about the situation. H.C. 


Cambridge Consultants 


Second of an occasional series about firms in Bar Hill 


Cambridge Consultants was founded in 1960 by Tim Kiloart, a Cambridse Uhemical 
Engineerin; graduate. His original idea was that the Company would act as a link 
between industry and the University; it was not long, however, before it became apparen- 
that most of the problems which came from industry were not the purely theoretical ones 
which had at first been envisaged. workshops had to be set up, for customers wanted 
practical solutions, sometimes an extension of their own “esearch and Development 
departments - in fact, sometimes they did not have an R and D department at all. 


In the first four years of its life, the company occupied first a bed-sitting 
room in Ram Yard, then a shop in Fark street, a top-floor suite of offices in Jesus 
Lane, and finally preiiises at Histon toad. ‘The Histon Road premises - two terraced 
houses, a disused bakery, and a large collection of sheds in various states of 
disrepair, saw the foundation of the firm's electronic and mechanical engineering 
teams. Most of the engineers who worked night and day at Histon Road to get the firm 


going are still with it today. (continued on page 4) 
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Cambridge Consultants , contd. 


By 1965 Cambridge Consultants had several ideas which they wanted to 
manufacture and market themselves - mainly in the field of electronic instrumentation, 
A subsidiary was formed, AIM Electronics Limited. AIM stands for »dvanced Instru- 
mentation Modules; these Nodules are self-contained circuits which can be inter- 
connected in different ways to perform many different functions. 


The number of employees has doubled every 15 months since the beginning, and in 
1965 it was cleer that new premises would have to be found. after looking at a large 
number of different sites and negotiating with planning authorities and the Board of 
Trade, permission was finally granted for the building at Bar Hill. AIM Electronics 
remained in Cambridse and Cambridge Consultants moved in to the Bar Hill works in 
January 1968. ‘the premises were officially opened by George Brown in July of that 
year. such a long time had elapsed between the decision to move to bar Hill and the 
move itself that the building was inadequate for housing the Company. ° ‘ 
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Moreover, the growth of the firm was such that the roles of Cambridge Consultants 
as an R and D company and a holding company for its growin,, number of subsidiaries were 
incompatible. In the second half of 1968 a new holding and services company was formed 
- AIM associates Cambridge Limited. Its subsidiaries are: Cambridse Consultants, 
4IM Electronics, AIM biosciences (modular equipment for experimental psychologists) , 
AIM Physical Sciences (infrared devices) and Cambridge Audio Laboratories Limited 
(manufacturers of a hi-fi stereo amplifier, the Group's first venture into the 
domestic market), and the Group, with the exception of Cambridge Consultants, now 
operates at the River Mill at st. Ives. 


The list of Cambridge Consultants! customers is impressive, but unfortunately 
many of the projects are either confidential or too difficult to describe. Perhaps 
one of the most interesting and understandable projects is the construction of a 
machine to produce patterned carpets by a completely new method. Hitherto high-speed 
looms have been very limited in the patterns which they could produce; the new method 
overcomes this. work has recently started on a novel method of dyein fabric which 


, Should prove to be faster and cheaper than currently-used methods. special equipment 


hasbeen desizsned and made for the National Coal Board, the BBC, ICI, the National 
Physical Laboratory and many other large organisations. 


It is unfortunate that it is just not feasible for the Company to continue to 
Grow in Bar Hill. although all non-R and D activities have been moved to st.Ives, 
the building has vecome too small again. It has been fun pioneering the factory site 
at Dar Hill, and a tenth of the Group's employees lives in the Village. It is a pity 
that we have to move, but the advantares of being able to accoiimodate the whole Group 
under one roof are obvious.

Powers of Officers: 


(.) The, Secretary shall be empowered to correspond and act as directed 
by the Association and the Committee. 


(b) The Treasurer shall be empowered to receive and pay 211 monies on 
behalf of the Association subject to the rules on Finance. 


(c) The Auditors shall satisfy themselves that all monies have been 
properly brought into account and shall have powers at any time to 
examine the records and accounts and property of the Association. 


Honoraria: Honoraria for officers and/or for clerical or other assistance shall 

be determined at the Annual General Meeting for the year then ended and 
then only if notice that a proposal will be made has been included in the notice 
of the neeting. 


Meetings of Association: Meetings whether Annual General Meetings or Special 
Miecetings shall be called by the Secretary as required by 
these Rules or by the direction of the Committee or at the request in writing of 
not less than ten resident members which request shall set out the reason for 
calling the meeting. The Annual General Meeting shall be held not earlier than 
the 20th October in any year and not later than the 30th November in any year. 
The notice of meeting shall be published not less than fourteen days before the 
meeting and shall set out the matters to be discussed thereat and it shall be 
sufficient notice of the mecting if the Secretary shall display 2 notice not less 
than foolscap in sige on every notice board in the Village available for use by the 
Association except that he and the Committee may also use any other media of notice 
as may become available within the Village including closed circuit television. 
At any meeting called under this rule the President shall take the Chair and in his 
absence the senior VicesPresident present and in their absence the members present 
shall elect a Chairman duly proposed and seconded. The business of election of a 
Chairman shall be conducted by the Secretary. 


At any Annual General or Special Meeting only matters set out in the Notice of 
Meeting shall be discussed except that at an Annual General Meeting a matter may 
be raised under: any other business provided that written notice shall have been 
given to the secretary and then only with the consent of a reference Committee 
consisting of the Chairman and any two members of the Committee not being officers. 


orum: (a) Association Meetings: until the total resident membership shall 
exceed two hundred members twenty resident members excluding 
officers or members of the Committee and when the total resident 
membership shall be more than two hundred members ten per cent of the 
total resident membership excluding officers and members of the 
Committee fractions to be ignored. 


(b) Committee meetinys: five elected members of whom not more than 
two shall be officers. 


Alteration of Rules: These rules shall be altered only at an Annual General 

Meeting or at a Special General Meeting called to alter the 
rules. The rule(s) to be altered with the rule(s) as altered shall be set out in 
full in the Notice of Meeting. A rule shall be altered only by the vote of not less 
than two thirds of the resident members present at the meeting fractions to be 
ignored.

However, the 
meeting may accept later nominations by a majority vote. 


Officers and Committee shall be elected by show of hands or ballot by resident 
members present as the meeting shall decide. 


Copies of Rules: Each member shall receive one copy of these rules free on being 
invited to join the Association and shall thereafter pay one 
shilling for each other copy. 


Indermity: The Treasurer shall arrange for insurance indemnity for officers and 

and members of the Committee and if possible and practicable for all 
other members of the fissociation against all claims damages proceedings or ~ 
liabilities which might arise from any action meetings function or other thing done 
or arranzed or held by or on behalf of an officer or member of the Committee or 
the Association.
